EASTERN" STATES. 

Bar Hakbok, Me., May 22.— A special 
to the Herald says Junius G. BlainH, last 
evening, said, the fisheries . question 're- 
solves itself into a inittter of fioitV The 
fisherman of the United States govern- 
ment have the privilege of fishing on any 
portion of the coaat and adjacent islands. 
The government of tho United States 
should demand a return to tho tcrma of 
tho treaty of 1783, when paaco uiid separ- 
ation between the mother oountry and 
the aucoossful robellious colonies were ar- 
raiigsd and legitimatized, Rave the United 
States tho aumo right and privileges aa 
regards the fieheriea aa residents of tho 
colonies enjoyed prior to the revolution- 
ary war. He added, there need be no 
war talk. If our guverunient usaerta it- 
self properly wo are too vast and grand a 
oatioD to resort to threats. > The vigorous 
expression of the just views of the gov- 
ernment will receive due attention from 
any foreign power, especially from Eng- 
land. Bluine declined tn exprnas his 
opinions regarding tho present conduct 
of tho secretary of state .and his alleged 
subsurvionoy to iufiuence the British rain- 
istoT. Also refiised to indicate an opinioii 
aa to tho probable bearing of the fisheries 
dispute and its effect on either side of tho 
two great parties. You may rest assured, 
he anid, that the United States have right 
on their sido of tho whole fisheries con- 
trovei'sy and it is tho duty of the s[overn- 
mant to maintain their rights.. . >. - f ^ 

PoBxiiAND, Majtie/May , • 22.T^!rhe Jex- 
cltement in regard to tho fishery' t'rotible 
is unabated. The board of trade and city 
government meetings have|;iot yet been 
chilled, but if they aru much longer de- 
layed there will be a mass meeting at the 
city hall.

CANADA. 
Toronto, May 22.— lU-forring to the 
report that the American fishery schooner 
Augusta fHeatiok, had sailed,: frotn, Boston 
for the fishing grounds, arniod' with 'Iban- 
non, and determined to resist should any 
Canadian vessel attempt to sei'/.e her, the 
Qlobo says this may prove a very, serious 
matter if the United States governtnont 
neglected its duty when it allowed this 
vessel to arm in one of' its ports and to 
proceed when armed to waters on which 
no vessel honorably pursuing legitimate 
bueinesa required snob armament. If 
permiaaion was obtained from the i<overn- 
mont its responsibility is all tlio greater. 
Should thia vessel attempt a forcible ro- 
eiatancB when the British or Canadian 
cruiser, duly commissioned, attempts to 
seize it in Canadian waters, on tho charge 
of liaving acted illogally, it may bo treat- 
ed as a privateer. To allow this vesnol to 
go armed to trespass on a neighbor's treas- 
ury is unworthy of a groat country, espo- 
oially BO of her people.- Oanadar will not 
be deterred by any danger of possible col- 
lision and its possible' cbnaequeddes' from 
asserting its rights, and in forcing these 
rights. 

Ottawa, May 22. — The Rovornmcnt 
has received on official report from Capt. 
Scott, of the Lansdowne, of tbe seizure of 
the Adams, It confirms in every respect 
tho previous advices received by telegraph. 
The facta appear to be that the seized ves- 
sel, oven if it bo proved that she was buy- 
ing bait, rjniiiiot, under existing laws, be 
held answerable for such contravention of 
international l.iw. The law providing for 
the seizure of foreign vessels, for certain 
offensea, ia so worded that buying bait is 
not an offehao under it. 

Hon. Peter Mitchell, ox-raioiator of 
marine and tiahorioa, who prepared the 
logihlation under which the seizure was 
presumably made, purposely omitted the 
buying of bait from tho list of offences, 
believing that bait should bo regarded as 
an article of commerce, and the buying 
of bait is a commercial iransaotion. 

Tho ^seizure of the Adams seems to 
have caused tho govornmont to recognize 
tho weak point of law under which it was 
made, by introducing a bill amending that 
law which has been worried through the 
commoRs, having passed its third reading 
yesterday. It will probably pass the 
senate and become law within a week. 

Baddkck, Capo Breton, May 22. — On 
his return Consul General Pholau said 
that tho law under which permits are 
granted datss prior. to lSoO; btit that in 
1830 President 'Jackson iasued a proclama- 
tion granting ooramerciol rights to Eng- 
lish vessels, and a similar proclomation 
was issued by miniesers in power at that 
time in Grout Britain. Thia [3iitiah 
proclamation was in tho same Hcirit aa 
that issued by President Jackson. It ia 
claimed that the joint aotion of the two 
guvernmenta secured to all vessels sailing 
under tho United Slates flag tho same 
rights as those enjoyed by English vessels 
in all porta of the oolonios, subject, of 
course, to customs laws. It ia understood 
that will be the argument used by Consul 
Phelan throughout the progreas of the 
caaea of seizure. It is thought he will 
be able to prove the right of American 
voBsols to procure bait in British waters. 
It is not yet decided whether tho seized 
vessels will be brought to Baddock.

THE CLAIMS OF GBBEOE. 

Nearly three weeltB ago, iioiuiually in 
responso to the frioudly niediatiou of 
IFranon, the Hellenic gpvernmeHt consontod 
to demobilize . its army which had beou 
placed oat;a;^ar^fpoting|iOf pro^ 
Dimply diBastirons'to tharalready finnncially 
embnvraased country. Now the cable briugu 
■word tlYdt after that period of vaeillation 
nnd eviiHiou the order for the sold demobil- 
ization has beou cancelled, and troops once 
sigaiu ordered to the front whoso vexed 
bouudui-y is Hore from oouteution. While 
the cluiuis of Greece, except, perhaps, in 
one solitary instauco, are doubtful, her atti- 
tude towards the powers, while huviug a 
upice of the ridiculous, has beou ofTeusive 
Hud ill advised. The only claim that 
Greece can legitimately ndrauce lor settle- 
ment is tho promise that has not yet beeu 
redeemed, made iu the treaty of Berlin in 
1878, and which agreed that in the event of 
the Sublime Poite aaddreeae being aaable 
tp agree upon the rcctifloatiou of I'roniior 
BUggeatod in the 13th protocol of the cou- 
gresaof Berlin, Germany, Austria-Huugury, 
Franco, Great Hritiiin, Italy, and Russia, 
reservfi to theniaolves to offer thoir media- 
tion to the two parties to facilitate negotia- 
tions. It is Bciircely to he supi)03ed that 
since that frontier was delined by the oou- 
■vention of 1881 anything has occurred to 
render Qroece's claim for the complete carry- 
ing out of the article more urgent. She may 
requite naturally and juatb- to regain the 
unredeemed fragments of her em- 
pire — Ortite, Epirua, Macedonia, 
and the Arobipelngo; but the 
poaseasion of tho severed portions of her 
territory has to be settled between her- 
«elf and Turkey, and tlie action taken by 
Greeco to this end cannot but be regarded 
as calculated to alienate from her the 
sympathies of the allied powers, It ia 
true that Fraaoe and Buaafft have chosen 
to act apart from the rest of the nations, 
but it does not follow from this that they 
possess a p;reater degree of interest in the 
welfare of that now comparatively insi({- 
nificant nation whoso gceatneaa lives only 
in the memory of bygone ogea. The ap- 
parent friendship of Franco more proba- 
bly arises from a desire to pose before 
Greece as her especial champion, and per- 
liapa from an une-Kpreased but nevorthe- 
less well-defined reluctance to play 
second fiddle to England in the construc- 
tion of a coUectira note aad ultimatum. 
As for RuBsta — well, it is not to be aup- 
poa'jd that that wily power, whose agents 
hav3 so persistently fomented trouble 
among the small independencies that sur- 
round Turkey, would wish to aid in solv- 
ing n difficulty that forces the "Sick 
Man" at such heavy and ruinous expense 
to be conatant!j[ prepared far m attack 
from" tKe menacing Greek. The financial 
condition of the Ottoman empire, which 
for so long has been tottering to its fall, 
ia worse even than that of Greece, and ia 
daily becoming more aggravated. Notonly 
is her treasury depleted, but her credit, 
never very good, is at such a low ebb as 
- to threaten the ^continuaacs of her au - 
tcnomy . The 'disintegration of the Turk- 
ish empirij would be gladly welcomed by 
Russia; tut tho jealousy of the other 
European powers causes them to tolerate 
the effete government, whose identity at 
this moment is entirely due to the inter- 
eats of other countries. It has been said 
that Greece would have disarmed long 
ago had uho been sure the powers were 
unanimous on the point; and there ia not 
the slightest loason to doubt the statement. 
She must have had tho knowledge that 
eeoret sf mpathy for her, or rather, per- 
haps secret obatrubtton to the mediation 
to which she was opposed would be ex- 
erted; for otherwise the stand that she 
took would have been incomprehensible 
Knd little short of madnesa. The cession 
to Greece of all that she claims could 
never be obtained by tho force of her 
ami ditected against Turkey. In such 
an event most certain, sharp and complete 
defeat would be hers. Tho obtainment 
for her of tho now alienated portions of 
her empire will never be etfected by the 
allied powers ; for suoh a cession of terri- 
tory to Greece would so lessen the area of 
Turkey in Europe as to leave only Oon- 
Btantinople and a small atrip of surround- 
ing country as the entire European po»- 
Bosalons of tho sultan. However little 
she might have got by arbitration Greece 
will procure loss by suoh senseless defi- 
ance of the powers '*hoae ultimatum she 
was corapolled to regard (though pretend- 
ing hor pacific action was due entirely to 
the friendly representations of Franco) 
when the allied fleet appeared in the Pi- 
rajus. The observance of that ultimatum 
now appears to have been ostensible only, 
and the nearly bankrupt little country 
once more exhibits an - insatiable desire 
for war. It is not to ba expected the suf- 
ferance hitherto extended to her by the 
powers will be much longer continued. 

THE POSITION OF GAOLER. 

The Times has not repeated its insol- 
ence towards the mayor whosa ooDdaot has 
been straightforward and aboveboard. 
Its allusion to the chairman of tho police 
committee is in keeping with its unsavory 
reputation for untruthfulness and indecen- 
cy; and is unworthy of notice. The Times 
is quite certain that the points we have 
raised of tho illegality of tho appointment 
of Mr. Ilonley aro untenable. Perhaps so. 
But our contemporary is notorious for 
distorting facta to suit itself, and if the 
law stands in its way so much the worse 
for the ,law.

We 
earnestly hope that at its next mooting tho

ARIZONA. 
Tucson, llay 22. — A Mexican vaequero 
arrived hore this morning from Juan Teller 
Mountain Spring ranch, eighteen railos 
southeast of Tucson with uow.s that the 
Apaches attacked a ranch early this morn- 
ing, carrying ott' two llosicau boys aged 10 
and 12 years. The father and mother 
saved thoir lives by oscapiug into a neigh- 
boring gulch. In the absence of available 
troops at Fort Lowell, Lieut. Erwiu has 
dispatched oouriera to warn tho settlers in 
exposed localities, and several have also 
beea sent out of this olty. A large party of 
volunteers oompoaed of American and Mexi- 
can citizens have gone out to take the ho.s- 
tiles' trail. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Taunto.n, May 22. — As the advance 
advertising car of a circus was leaving 
Attleboro for Taunton this evening tho 
coupling parted and the car crashed 
through the paaaenger coach, injuring 
thirteen occupants, one man very aer- 
ioualy. 

NEW MEXICO. 

AmuQUEKguK, May 22. — News has 
just been received from tlie railro.id acci- 
dent on the Atohiaon, Topoka and Santa 
Fe roads atatea that no ono waa killed. 
The passenger car ran into the rear of the 
freight, smaahing the caboose into aplin- 
teirs and setting fire to it. The freight 
train waa heavily loaded with cattle, and 
five cattle men were injured, two of them 
probably dangeroualy. The paaaengor 
engine waa completely wrecked. 



CANADIAN NEWS. 

St. Paul, May 22 — A Winnipeg 
special says that Chief Justice Walbridge, 
appointed royal oommission by the local 
government to investigate the charge of 
malfeasance in ofilce preferred against 
Premier Norquay, has reported to the 
lieutenant-governor. While the report 
has not been presented to the house it is 
understood it makes the premier out to 
be a grossly maligned man.

- Australnttlan Ne ws» 

Our dates are Melbourne April 17th, 
and New Zealand April 23rd : 

Tho Union company's steamer Taluroa 
was wrecked on April 11th on the paaaage 
from Wellington to Lyttleton, Now Zea- 
land, and thirty-foiir of those on board 
were lost, inoluding five women. The 
vessel ran" on the beach near Worpapa 
point, A terrific aea was running, but 
tho wind was oil' the land and kept tho 
boats away from the vesaol. Great diffi- 
culty waa experienced in keeping the 
boats free from water, the men continual- 
ly bailing. Before midnight a heavy sea 
capsized one of the boats- audvf^thar^oooa-' 
pants were seen atruggling'in' the' water. 
Some were pulled aboard the big life-boat, 
which thua became overloaded feud the 
confusion becoming general it also capsiz- 
ed, .lust then tho captain's boat got 
away, and as it paeaod the occupants tried 
to throw a line to the capsized boat, but 
missed, and it was lost in the darkness, 
Another boat was slacked down to the 
people struggling in the water, but it 
crashed against the vessel's side and its 
occupants were thrown out and drowned; 
only two men reached tlio shore by swim- 
ming. 

The accounts which reached Wolling- 
toa give a harrowing atatetiiant of the 
BUllerings of tho oooupants ef the bo ita. 
As each boat load of human boinga jis- 
appeared in the dreadful "surge of oach 
overwhelming aea the occupants o? tho 
next boat aeemed to have given thein- 
aelvea up to despair and expired, the dead 
bodies being thrown overboard in the 
hope of giving hope and ootirage to the 
living. 

Tho women hold up bravely for a 
while, but at length gave up all iiopea. 
Somo cried aloud; others never uttered a 
word. Tho Talaroa was an iron screw 
atoanier, of 438 tons. She lind been en- 
gaged in the coaating trade of New Zua- 
land for some years, aod waa always a 
favorite boat among passengers. 

A great colliery diaaator occurred at 
Lithgow, Now South Wales, on April 
301 h, by which five men lost their lives. 
Ton won were working in tiio slmft, en- 
deavoring to e.xtinguish the fire which 
broke out recently in the mine, when an 
explosion took place. The survivors des- 
cribed the sensation being as if tho mine 
waa tumbling on them from all directions. 
Five perished from foul air tilmoat within 
sound of the rescuing party. Tlieir 
deaths wore attended with great agony. 

Tho German gunboat Albatross arrived 
at Sydney on April 12th, reports having 
punished tho natives of a number of vil- 
lages ill New Britain and New Ireland for 
tho murder of other natives, of white 
traders, and for robbery. In addition to 
those wounded nearly seventy natives in 
all were killed. All are said to have been 
well armed. 

Alexander Crooks, the treasurer of the 
Commercial bank of South Australia, 
p'oaded guilty to the embezzlement of 
£5000 at Adelaide on April .8th. The 
judgo sentenced him to eight years at hard 
labor, 

Edward B. Holt, the defaulting mana- 
ger of tlio Sydney branch of the bank of 
New /Zealand, was arrested at Brisbane, 
Queensland, on April 4th. Two hundred 
pounds in gold were found on him. 

Neil Peter Sorousou, who had beou eou- 
victed of assault and robbery under arms 
ou tho high seas, and of usHaultiiig Charles 
Loalio, cook on board the suhooner Douro, 
waa sentenced at Brisbane on the 8th to fif- 
teen years' penal servitude. 

The bark Soath Milton, sugar-ladiau and 
bound from Mauritius to Melbourne, was 
wrecked near Barwon Heads on April 11th. 
She struck on Limeburner's Reef about 1 
o'clock in the morning. All hands were 
saved. 



A illat-k of Koyul Favor. 

Of the royal blue button a correspond- 
ent in Australia writes: "You get one 
when you are received by the Queen, or 
if it ia in Australia, where I get mino, by 
the govornor-goncral, who roprenonta her. 
It is an ordinary looking button, having 
on its exposed surface a groundwork of 
drab upon which a yeUowiah rosette with 
a blue centre is worked. A metal shank 
with a small metal disk painted black 
completes the article. In the manufactur- 
ing they must cost about 40 oents a gross. 
Ono of those is given to ouch person who 
has audience with the governor, and ia 
worn in tho lappel of the coat as a badge 
of royal favor. The govornor-general ia 
a great gun in tho colonies, and there is 
moro red tape about him than can bo found 
at SVindaor Csstle, When ho condescends 
to go to tho theatre, his visit costa tho local 
manager about §200 for carpets and do- 
corationa, and then he takes suoh a re- 
tinas with him, all of wKom get in for 
nothing, that there is little room for the 
rest of the public, A funny thing con- 
cerning hia vinit is that as soon as he en- 
ters tho door the performance must stop, 
tho band or orchestra atrikca up 'God 
Save tho Queen,' and everybody in tho 
house rises to his or her feet and turns to 
tho royal box, remaining standing until 
the governor sits down. I saw nporform- 
anco of Uncle Tom's Cabin once, in Ade- 
laide ; tho governor oamo in just ns 'Eliza' 
waa crossing the ico, and there oho had to 
stand in midstream on the tosaing tloea 
until 'God Save the Queen' ' cunio to an 
end and the governor took his seat, when 
'Eliza' resumed her journey over tho 
dancing ice oakos."

THE FISHERY QUESTION. 

Complications Thnt . Promise 
Trouble.

Porfliiua In r HVhite Heat. 



(E-vcluslvo to Tho Colonist) 

PoitTLANi>, Mo., May 22. — The pro- 
prietors of the schooner Ella W. Doughty, 
under loizuro by the Canadian authorities, 
receivfld a dispatch from Englishtown, 0. 
B. , to-day, from Capt. .Doughty, in which 
ho says: "Consul has boGti here. Can't 
do anything. Vasaol ia stripped." 

New YoiiK, May 22. — A Washington 
speoialsays that the department ia active- 
ly engaged in negotiations designed to 
protect the interests of the American fish- 
ermen. There has aa yet been hb ~6fficial 
declaration of its position for manitest 
reasons while tho nogotiationa are in their 
present stago. Tho administration can- 
not properly make public the corrospond- 
enoe had with the British ministar here 
and with our minister to England ; but a 
dispatch from Senator i3ayi:rd, which fol- 
lows, will show he has the interests of tho 
Qahermon at heart. Senator Frye, of 
Maine, recently addressed the socrotary 
of stato tiip following ietter: 

" Wnahingtou, May 20. — Hon. Tlionias 
F. Bayard, secretary of »tate. -Deiir Sir, 
— I respectfully submit to your consider- 
ation tho enclosed telegram roooived this 
morning from the president of the Ameri- 
can fishery union. I assOiiie that the state 
dopartinont is giving this matter such con- 
sidoratiun aa its importance deinatids. 
The urgoncy of inunodiato action for tho 
protection and relief of those American 
citizens cannot bu over eatiuinted. I re- 
gard tho conduct of the Canadian govern- 
ment as entirely unjiistitiod, and without 
the treaty of law or good neighborhood. 

"\V. P. Fryk." 

Enclosed was a toiegram already printed 
in these dispatchea. To this letter Secre- 
tary Bayard has sent tho following reply 
(unoflicial); 

Dkpabt.ment op Statk, 

Washikoton, D. 0. , May 20. 
Hon. Wm. P. Fryo, U. S. Senate; 

Dear Siii — Before your note of to-day 
waa received a telegram of aimilar pur- 
port in relation to the refusal to allow tho 
Atnerican aohooncra .lennio and .Iiilia to 
purchuae herring for smoking at Digby 
had been received, and steps were taken 
by ine to ascertain all tho facts, and in- 
stant representations made to the British 
minister to call to acoouiit tho collector 
at Digby for what I consider a gross 
broach of the commercial rights of the 
citizens of the United States. Tho late 
reprehcnsiblo action of the Canadian 
officials in relation to tho American fish- 
ing vosaols haa occurred in remote lo- 
calities without facilities for postal com- 
raunication, and, oonaequoDtly. there haa 
been delay, regretablo but unavoidable, 
in receiving consular reports; but your 
assumption, "that this department is 
giving the matter such consideration as 
its importance demands will, I boliove, 
bo fully sustained, when the proper time 
arrives for tho puislication of its action. I 
truat I am properly couacioua of the 
delicate and important public fuuoliuns, 
and that the interests and honor of my 
country, and the rights of tho oitisens 
will not be found to have suiFerod at ray 
hands. . T, F. Bay^uio." 

A gentleman who has taked with Secre- 
tary 13ayard upon this subject within a d?\y 
or two says thnt he is as much interested in 
the matter as cither of the Maine senators 
can be, and that he haa groat regard for tho 
fishermen. He expreaaes himself very forci- 
bly aa to tbo conduct of tho Canadian au- 
thorities. Ho looks ot the question aa an 
American and' not from a party standpoint 
and aays theru is no pohcy in it, that the 
action of the depai'tmeut cannot be made 
public yet, bat that he can assure any con- 
gressional friend of the fisherman that 
everything that is poaaible ia being done to 
protect their interests. With regard to tho 
refusal of the collootor of customs at Digby 
to permit the captain of the Jennie and 
Julia to buy herring thoro tosmoko, ho said 
that he had instructed ConH\il Phelau to go 
at once to Digby and investigate. Niocre- 
tary Bayard deprecated nuy attempt on the 
part of fishermen to coerce the Canadian 
govornmeut by force of arms, and said that 
every stop in that direction would weaken 
• he United States and strengthen Cnuada. 
He hoped also that the Amerioau fishermen 
would strictly observe the local customs 
rulings in Canada. 

PoitTLANU, Me., May 22.— At a special 
meeting of the city council to-day rosolu- 
tiona were pasaod donounciug tho acts of 
the Canadian government in aeizing the 
American schooners as an insult to the 
American flag, calling for reparation, luul 
in caae it ia refnaed, asking thnt the United 
States adopt retaliatory measures. The 
resolutions are to bo sent to tho Maine 
senators.

Tho outtit conaista of .100 pounda 
of dour, 80 pounda of bacon, 50 pounds of 
sugar, 10 pounds of tea, 20 pounds of 
salt, (iO pounda of beans, 26 pounds of 
nails, a. shovel, pick and pan, an axe, 
hatohatra whip-saw to " every 2B.'mBn, 25 
pounds of tobaoco,'sobie kind of a shoot- 
ing-iron — mostly breech-loaders, and 
plenty of ammunition compose the bulk 
of the outfit. This is supposed to last six 
months, with the addition of game and 
fish that may be killed, both of which are 
said to be abundant. The above named 
outfit is done up in 100 pound^paekagea, 
mostly in sacks'; that amount constitutes 
a load for one man.

J. W. Harrison, of San Francisco, in 
hia lust weekly review, aays: Since the 
sailing of the last Australian mail atoamer 
there have bean the following arrivals 
from Newcastle and Sydney: Tlie Er 
rioason, 1900 tons; Don Nicolas, 1210 
tons; total, 3110 tons . If the. yards had 
not been carrying very full stocks of 
Australian early in the year, there would 
of necessity have been a temporary 
scarcity, as the imports for tho past 
ninety days have been much lighter than 
our actual requirements called for, hence 
tho stock now on hand is very slim; under 
ordinary oircumstanoes this woold have 
bettered prices, but no improvement is 
noticeable, as sales have been bo freely 
made of Australian, for loading and oi 
route, at lower price than ever ruled here 
before at this season, viz., (30 to G2 
per ton for Wallsend and Greta, and $5 
to §5.12 per ton for Coal OlifT and Bulli; 
last year from -Tannary to May prices of 
Wallaend averaged from SG.uO to §0 87 
per ton, and these were deemed peou- 
culiurly low quotations at the time. These 
prices appear tempting enough to make 
buyers eager to lay in large storks, but 
luch is not the case, as the general belief 
is that no material improvement can take 
place for, twelve months at least; our im- 
mense demand for wheat carriers will in- 
sure us an over supply of all grades of 
fuel into 1887, even if some of our coast 
collieries should remain, as at present, 
non-producers. In the face of these quo- 
tations a cargo of new grade of gas coal 
haa been shipped here from Australia 
seeking a buyer. Wallsend and Greta, 
spot $5.75 per ton; en. route and loading 
$5.50 to !g5.G2; Coal Cliff and Bulli, spot 
to arrive, §5 to 85 12 per ton. Between 
the Ist of January and the 1st of May 
coal reoeipta at San Franoiico were as 
below stated:

Mr. Dean hastily sketched the 
history of the manufacture of iron 
from the earliest tinie.s, showing the 
wonderful commercial growth of Ciroat 
Britain to he c;otfirininous with the 
dovelopment of her iron find steel in- 
dustries. The invention of Sir Henry 
Beasoinor, less than thirty years ago, 
revolutionized all known methods for 
the production of steel, nnd has result- 
ed, from well (estimated .statistics, al- 
ready in a .saving to the world of over 
one Lliou.saiul luillion of dollars. Mr. 
Dean prinlic'ed the .siib.stitution of the 
pncuiiuitio i)roce.ss for tliu pre.seiit 
method of'uiaking wrought iron, and 
iit a greatly diiuiniahud cost The era 
of the "iron age" is to be speedily su- 
perseded by the "age of Kteel."
